o n Oct. 1 2 . Her bo nd o n bo th charg es was 
set at $5 ,000.

Co well had burns o v er 3 0 per cent o f his 
bo dy and suffered fro m smo ke inhalatio n 
Because o f the death o f Co well, Dy er 
said the inv estig atio n is finished. “ There is 
no thing left to inv estig ate,” he said. 
Dy er had ho ped to interv iew Co well 
abo ut who mig ht hav e been the cause o f 
the 
fatal fire. 
Dy er 
said 
the inv alid 
co nditio n o f Jerry Greg o ry wo uld no t allo w 
him to hav e caused the fire. Dy er said this 
info rmatio n was g athered fro m talking 
with neig hbo rs o f the family . 


The repo rt g iv en to Sheriff Earnest, 
Dy er said, was o nly v erbal and the written 
repo rt is still being wo rked o n. 
Co well was v isiting his mo ther and 
father-in-law, Otis and Mae Greg o ry , who 
liv ed in the trailer, when the fire started 
abo ut 1 1 :4 5 p.m. Thursday . The Greg o ry s, 
their so n Jerry Greg o ry , 2 9, co nfined to a 
wheel 
chair 
and 
their 
nine-y ear-o ld 
g randso n Mark Dickey , were killed in the 
fire. Co well was pulled fro m the burning 
trailer ho me by a neig hbo r, Larry Wilso n, 
and taken to Co lumbia. 
Sto v er and Versailles firemen fo ug ht the 
fire fo r fiv e ho urs befo re it was put o ut. 
Assistant State Fire Marshal Dy er arriv ed 
at 3 a.m. Friday and remained until 5 :3 0 
p.m. that ev ening inv estig ating the fire. 
Friday mo rning Sheriff Earnest said the 
fire had appeared to be mo re intense in the 
liv ing ro o m area He estim ated at that time 


a Christmas tree had po ssibly caused the 
fire. He also said that mo rning he was no t 
“ clo sing the do o r o n the po ssibility o f fo ul 
play .” 


Co well was bo rn June 1 3 , 1 91 9, so uth o f 
Sto v er, the so n o f Jo hn and Ida Allen 
Co well. He was a Wo rld War H v eteran, 
and was emplo y ed by the G-W Lumber 
Co mpany , Sto v er. 
He is surv iv ed by two so ns, Bo bbie 
Co well, Kansas City , and Gary Co well, 
Sto v er. 
Otis Greg o ry , 7 8 , was bo m Aug . 2 0,1 8 96 
at Osceo la. He was the so n of Frank and 
No ra 
Bry ant 
Greg o ry . 
He 
married 
Elizabeth Webb, who died in 1 93 9, and 
married Una Mae Allen Sept. 1 1 ,1 94 0.

A trailer fire in Sto v er Thursday nig ht 
that has taken the liv es o f fiv e perso ns was 
caused by arso n, acco rding to Mo rg an 
Co unty Sheriff L. M. Earnest. 
The sheriff said he was to ld by Assistant 
State Fire Marshal Richard Dy er Saturday 
nig ht that the fatal fire “ was definitely o f 
an incendiary nature and was started by 
liquid.” Dy er to ld Earnest there were no 
indicatio ns the fire was started by an 
o utsider. The State Fire M arshal’s repo rt, 
written by Dy er, will say there is a g o o d 
po ssibility o f a murder-suicide inv o lv ed in 
the fire. 
Co ntacted late Saturday nig ht at his 
Jefferso n City ho me Dy er said the ty pe o f 
liquid used to start the fire was no t kno wn 
at this time. He said that info rmatio n 
wo uld hav e to be determined thro ug h a lab 
test. 


Dy er said his repo rt will no t co me rig ht

Po lice said Miss Vanderbilt s 
husband, Curtis B 
Kellar, a 
general co unsel to the inter­ 
natio nal div isio n o f the Mo bil 
Oil Co rp., and o ne o f her so ns 
by a prev io us marriage were at 
ho me at the time o f her death. 
Kellar no ticed the o pen win­ 
do w and lo o ked o ut just as the 
passerby disco v ered his wife’s 
bo dy . 
A first co usin o f railro ad mo ­ 
gul Co mmo do re Co rnelius Van­ 
derbilt, Miss Vanderbilt also 
claimed descent fro m the first 
Vanderbilt to settle in America,

Ford urged to 
veto milk bill

price of a half-gallon of milk and 12 
cents to the price of a pou nd of cheese, 
according to inform ed sou rces. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen. Hu bert H. 
H u m phrey . D-Minn., was passed qu ick­ 
ly as Congress ru shed to adjou rn before 
C hristm as. Unless F'ord signs it by nex t 
Satu rday it will die au tom atically . 
The bill wou ld requ ire that the federal 
gov ernm ent im m ediately rai.se by abou t 
18 per cent the lev el at which it .su pports 
the price of m anu factu ring-grade milk. 
The 
Agricu ltu re 
Department 
es­ 
tim ates the bill wou ld cost tax pay ers 
$4(X) million nex t y ear for gov ernm ent 
pu rchases of su rplu s dairy produ cts. 
The total cost to con.su mers. throu gh 
higher retail prices and higher gov ern­ 
m ent spending, is estim ated at u p to $1 
billion nex t y ear 
Sou rces both inside and ou tside the 
gov ernm ent say F’ord is being u rged by 
the A gricu ltu re D epartm ent and by his 
Cou ncil of F>onom ic Adv i.sers to kill the 
bill, 
A White Hou se .sou rce .said F'ord’s 
dom estic staff is v ery concerned abou t 


what he called the bill’s “great infla­ 
tionary im pact to the con.su m er.” The 
.sou rce .said the F^resident has m ade no 
decision, 
Ford 
reportedly

him self to sign another bill that is likely 
to raise gasoline and heating-oil prices 
by requ iring that m ore of the nation’s 
im ported oil be shipped in ex pensiv e 
A m erican flag tankers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The new y ear 
is bringing go o d tax news fo r millio ns o f 
Americans 
who 
aren’t 
co v ered 
by 
priv ate co mpany pensio n plans and 
want to set aside a little mo ney in a do - 
it-y o urself retirement pro gram. 
Starting in 197 5 , the Emplo y e Retire­ 
ment Inco me Security Act o f 197 4 o ffers 
a new tax benefit which co ngressmen 
say will remo v e a lo ngstanding inequity 
in the way pensio n pro grams hav e been 
pro v ided fo r the American wo rk fo rce. 
The new tax -sav ing feature, part o f 
the co mplex new law o v erhauling the 
massiv e 
multibillio n-do llar 
pensio n 
sy stem, is simply called IRA, sho rt fo r 
Indiv idual Retirement Acco unt. 
A co ngressio nal backer o f the law ex ­ 
plained that “ despite the o utstanding 
success o f priv ate pensio n plans, 5 3 per 
cent o f the American wo rk fo rce is no t 
presently co v ered, 65 per cent o f the na­ 
tio n’s wo rking wo men hav e no pensio n 
co v erage, 
and 8 8 per cent 
o f all 
emplo y es making under $5 ,000 per y ear 
are no t co v ered. 
"It simply is no t fair to make these 
peo ple pay tax es to finance the pensio ns 
o f tho se who are co v ered witho ut ev en 
giv ing them the right to set aside so me 
mo dest sum fo r their o wn retirements 
....” he said. 
Thus. IRA was bo m. It will allo w 
perso ns who are no t co v ered by a 
pensio n plan o ther than So cial Security 
to get a limited tax deductio n fo r their 
retirement sav ings. 
Such peo ple will be allo wed, starting 
in 197 5 , to put up to 15 per cent o f their 
earned inco me into an IRA, with a max ­ 
imum o f $1,5 00 per y ear, to finance their 
retirement, and take a tax deductio n fo r 
it. Such co ntributio ns will be deductible 
ev en fo r perso ns who claim the stan­ 
dard deductio n rather than itemize o n 
their tax return. 
Furthermo re, the annual earnings o n 
inv estment funds will be tax free while 
they accumulate o v er the y ears, finally 
beco ming tax able when retirement time 
ro lls aro und, starting abo ut age 60.

To be an eligible “Foster Grandparent" you must have an 
annual Income of less than $1,6 00 if single - or $2,000 if 
married. The pay of $1.6 0 an hour is usually a welcome 
inc<^e resource, although this is secondary to the benefits 
derived by both children and grandparents.

His 
speech, to the annual Mex­ 
ican Geophysics Conference 
here, was reproduced in the 
University Gazette 
He said once the network is 
installed, probably in the next 
two years, seismologists in 
Mexico will be able to detect 
an earthquake over an area 
estimated at nearly half a 
million square miles, includ­ 
ing Alaska. Canada, the Unit­ 
ed States. Mexico. Central 
America and the Caribbean 
The current seismological 
office in Mexico covers only 
about 100.000 square miles, 
officials said. 


“ We have estimated that 
with the new network we will 
be able to obtain in less than 
five minutes the exa ct 
epicenter of any earthquake 
over 4 degrees on the Richter 
Scale in Mexico and sur­ 
rounding territorial sea s."

“ The people who were the 
loyal precinct workers, the men 
and women who do the job, 
who we count on for leg work, 
were in many instances dis­ 
enchanted,” he said 
Unemployment cbuld also be 
a 
campaign 
factor in 
two 
years, Bond said 
Layoffs in Missouri s auto in­ 
dustry are certain to worsen 
the state s 4.1 per cent unem­ 
ployment rate in the months to 
come, he said. 
“ The economics of the coun­ 
try are going to hurt whomever 
is in office as we have a down­ 
turn in the economy.” said 
Bond 
But Bond remains optimistic 
about his future. He plans to be 
vocal as chairman of the GOP 
G o v e r n o rs Association on 
state's rights. And Bond said he 
will continue to seek further re­ 
form in state government 
“ Performance is the one an­ 


swer to the demoralization in 
the Republican Party now.” he 
said. 
“ I think the basic element is 
to re-establish the Republican 
Party at the state levels.” 
Bond ran for Congress from a

“ In 1972, when he was on the 
ballot, we went into the election 
with one Republican in Con­ 
gress and nine Democrats. We 
came out of the election with 
one Republican and nine Demo­ 
crats.”

Oil, detente, alliance main concerns

WASHINGTON (AP) - Oil, 
detente and the Western al­ 
liance stand out as the princi­ 
pal preoccupations of U.S.-Eu- 
ropean diplomacy in the new 
year. 
U.S. diplomats say progress 
at the Conference on Security 
and Cooperation in Europe, un­ 
der way in Geneva since Sep­ 
tember 1973, may bring the 
heads of all 35 participating 
governments 
together 
next 
summer to sign a declaration 
on East-West relations 
Other East-West talks have 
been held in Vienna since Octo­ 
ber 1973 on the mutual reduc­ 
tion of armed forces on both 
sides of the line dividing Eu­ 
rope. Less progress has been 
reported there and the talks 
are still in the stage of “ useful 
general discussions,” one ob­ 
server said. 


The primary goal of these 
conferences has been to pro­ 
mote detente. Some allied dip­ 
lomats say the United States is 
now the No. 1 advocate in the 
West for coming to terms with 
the Communist side. To this 
end, the United States has 
dropped its original opposition 
to a spectacular jamboree of 
heads of state to end the Gen­ 
eva conference, something the 
Soviets have pushed for. 
U.S. officials insist, however 
that this attitude does not mean 
that Washington has abandoned 
interest in human rights issues 
including guarantees of the free 
flow of ideas, information and 
peoples 
between 
the 
two» 
worlds. There is good reason to 
believe the Soviets will make 
considerable 
concessions 
on 
these issues, the officials hint. 
Officials maintain that all 
other problems in the new year 
are dwarfed bv the oil issue. 
The administration’s European 


specialists decline to speculate 
about the possibilities of anoth­ 
er Middle East war or another 
oil 
embargo. 
They 
worry 
whether 1975 will bring a com­ 
mon oil policy of the industrial­ 
ized countries. 
The Europeans, who need 
energy conservation far more 
than the United States, are re­ 
luctant to move toward that 
goal unless Washington pro­ 
vides a drastic example. Presi­ 
dent Ford does not seem to be 
in a hurry to do so 
At the Martinique meeting 
between Ford and French Pres­ 
ident Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
both countries appeared to 
have buried the hatchet. But 
there are some who are skepti­ 
cal about the impact of the con­ 
ference on U.S.-French rela­ 
tions. , 
Another problem which is 
known to worry Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger is the 
fear that the Communist par­ 


ties in the allied countries of 
the Mediterranean might get 
uncomfortably close to power. 
There already is a coalition 
in Portugal which includes the 
Communists. 
The 
primary 
question is whether their pres­ 
ence should be regarded as a 
penetration of the Atlantic al­ 
liance and, more importantly, 
of NATO's military structure. 
Several experts predict the 
Communists in Portugal, the 
only 
well-organized 
political 
force in that country, will be

spring s elections than they al­ 
ready are.

Greece and Italy is carefully 
watched in Washington, though 
there is less concern now than 
earlier this year that the Com­ 
munists might become part of 
the governments in these two 
allied nations.

Zoning law discriminatory 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A federal 
appeals court Friday ruled that 
a zoning law prohibiting low 
and moderate income housing 
in the St. Louis County commu­ 
nity of Black Jack is dis­ 
criminatory, overturning a low­ 
er court ruling. 
The ruling said the law 
passed when Black Jack in­ 
corporated effectively “ fore­ 
closes 85 per cent of the blacks 
living in the metropolitan area 
from 
obtaining 
housing 
in 
Black Jack and forecloses them 
at a time when 40 per cent of 
them were living in substan­ 
dard or overcrowded units.” 
U.S. District Judge James H. 
Meredith ruled earlier this year 
that the rezoning of the com­ 
munity was not racially moti­ 
vated, but the appeals court re­ 
jected that ruling, saying that 
“ segregated housing in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area was in 


a large measure the result of 
deliberate racial discrimination 
in the housing market by the 
real estate industry and by 
agencies of the federal, state 
and local governments.” 
An attorney for Black Jack, 
Roy W. Bergmann, said the ap­ 
pellate court ruling will be ap­ 
pealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court.

The plan rejected by the 
committee would require the 
busing of about 30,000 of Bos­ 
ton’s 86,000 students. 
A busing plan ordered by 
Garrity and now in effect re­ 
quires 18,000 pupils to be bused 
out of their neighborhoods. The 
integration program does not 
affect some sections of the city. 
Racial violence has erupted 
sporadically, particularly in the 
South Boston area, since busing 
began last September. 
James Sullivan, the school 
committee’s lawyer, said no 
damage resulted from the com­ 
mittee’s refusal to endorse the 
plan, and he asked Garrity to 
overlook it. 
Garrity said, “ If such a 
course of conduct should be­ 
come habitual and ignored by 
the court, the court believes 
there will never ever be a de­ 
segregation plan formulated for 
the City of Boston. 
“ The principal damage is the 
effect on the prospects of de­ 
segregation by the defendants’ 
disobedience of the court or­ 
der.”

CENTRALIA, 111. (AP) - 
A cost-price squeeze is 
threatening to take a healthy 
bite out of a record com crop 
predicted by the government 
for 1975, agricultural experts 
say. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has forecast that 
good weather could stimulate 
a 6.7 billion bushel crop. 
But the president of the Na­ 
tional Com Growers Associ­ 
ation says a larger supply of 
com will mean a lower price 
for farm ers — who may 
divert acreage to other crops 
like soybeans. He thinks the 
government projection is 
about 600 million bushels too 
high. 
A University of Illinois ex­ 
pert agrees. 
A 6.1 billion bushel crop 
would still surpass the cur­ 
rent record of 5.64 billion 
bushels set in 1973. In 1974 the 
crop was a disappointing 4.62 
billion bushels. 
“ We look for the real possi­ 


bility for the price of com to 
decline to the cost of produc­ 
tion level or maybe even 
below it in the next 12 months 
with average weather.” said 
Walter Goeppinger of Boone, 
Iowa, the NCGA president. 
He said inflation and the 
.demand for products required 
to meet the official projection 
are driving up production 
costs. 
“ We are going to see a 
price-cost squeeze here,” he 
said. “ We are going to see. 
probably, a reduction in the 
price of com and an increase 
in the price of operation still 
further.” 
Com has sold at about $3 a 
bushel recently, and by plan­ 
ting time the price could fall 
more than 50 cents, Goep­ 
pinger said. He compared 
that with a production cost of 
$2.47 a bushel on land that 
w ill produce an average 
yield, about 125 bushels an 
acre. 
“ I think that’s right. I think 


that obviously it is going to 
be much closer than it has 
been in the last two years,” 
said Dr. Royce Hinton, a 
U n iv e r s it y of Illin o is 
specialist in farm man­ 
agement. 
Hinton said com could fall 
to $2 with a very large crop, 
and farmers will have to de­ 
cide whether to plant enough 
com to meet the government 
projection or divert the 
acreage to soybeans. 


Hinton said much of the 
new com acreage would be 
marginally productive, shav­ 
ing the profit margin very 
thin. In addition, soybeans 
can yield farmers a better 
price for their cost because 
fertilizer is cheaper and seed 
can come from the previous 
crop. 


Corn fe rtiliz e r prices 
doubled in the past year and 
other costs also rose — for 
seed, land, farm machinery, 
fuel and other items.

In fan t d eath rate at n ew lo w 


JE FF ERS O N CITY, 
Mo. (AP) — The infant mortality 
rate plunged to a record low in Missouri in 1974, according to 
the year-end report of the state Division of Health. 
The report, released Friday, noted both improvements and 
setbacks in the state of health for Missourians, but it pointed 
out that based on provisional statistics, infant deaths dipped 
to only 16.9 per 1,000 live births for a total of 1,160 during the 
year, a 5 per cent reduction from the rate of a year ago. 
Dr. Herbert Domke, division director, said the downard 
trend in the rate of infant deaths appeared to be continuing, 
but he pointed out that there were other concerns as well. 
“ What we are working for is healthier babies,” Domke 
said, “ infants who are born healthy and stay in good health 
This means that we need to put our efforts into accessible 
and comprehensive health programs and focus attention on 
reducing mental retardation and birth defects.” 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond’s maternal 
health care 
bill, 
passed by the legislature but still unfunded, is aimed at ad­ 
dressing the problems of retardation and birth defects. 
In addition to the decline in infant deaths, the report also 
said there was a 3 per cent drop in the overall death rate. 
With births remaining constant from 1973 to 1974 at 14.4 
per 1,000 persons, the natural increase in population was 
about 1,800 “ most due to the decrease in mortality. ” 
“ The birth rate has been decreasing for several years,” 
the report noted, “ and may continue to decline as 
Missourians respond to worsening economic conditions.” 
The reduction in the mortality rate was attributed primar­ 
ily to the absence of major epidemics and an estimated 25 
per cent decline in traffic fatalities, which state officials 
claim is directly a result of the lower 55 mile an hour speed 
limit. 
But even with the overall mortality reduction, Domke ex­ 
pressed concern about the fires at an unlicensed boarding 
home and a hospital which claimed 15 lives. 
“ The Divison of Health is now considering ways to im­ 
prove fire safety in hospitals, nursing homes and related fa­ 
cilities,” he said. The fire at the St. Joseph boarding home 


took seven lives while one at the Sac-Osage Hospital in Os­ 
ceola claimed eight. 


Improvements in the state’s 1974 health picture, according 
to the report, also included expanded 
emergency medical 
services and the growth of home health agencies and suc­ 
cessful drives to license boarding homes. 
The number of ambulance districts, called for under a re­ 
cent state law. rose from 38 to 50 during the year, it said, 
with 53 new ambulances delivered in the state and 36 more 
on order The local districts pay one-third of the ambulance 
cost with the remainder coming from state and federal 
funds. 


The report noted several setbacks in the health area, how­ 
ever, citing an increase in tuberculosis deaths, which rose 
from last year’s record low of 72 to 90, and epidemics of syph­ 
ilis and gonorrhea in the two metropolitan areas. 
Although TB deaths increased nearly 25 per cent from a 
year ago, the 1974 total was still the second lowest on record, 
the report said, and officials believed the outbreak of 
venereal disease now appears to be tapering off. 
Included in the report were figures on marriages and di­ 
vorces with the number of marriages up 300 over last year to 
52.300 and divorces up over 700 to 22,500. The report said the 
new no-fault divorce law apparently had little impact on the 
divorce rate, although it acknowledged that more time 
would be needed to assess the effect of the relaxed 
provisions.

K issinger is firm ly con­ 
vinced that there is no 
alternative to the step-by-step 
approach that deals separate­ 
ly with the many aspects of 
the Middle East headache. 
The Israelis agree, and so 
does President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt, though the latter 
cannot afford to sav so pub­ 
licly.

The second half of 1974 in 
the Mideast was complicated 
by the surge to the forefront 
of the Palestinian question.

Small percentage of loan 
reserve program now in use

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fi­ 
nancially pressed livestock pro­ 
ducers have used only slightly 
more than five per cent of a $2 
billion emergency guaranteed 
loan reserve set up by Congress 
last summer, according to the 
latest Agriculture Department 
figures. 
A spokesman for the Farm­ 
ers Home Administration said 
Thursday that 8 1 0 loans totaling 
$1 04 million had been guaran­ 
teed by the agency under terms 
of the plan as of Dec. 1 3. 
Under the program, the gov­ 
ernment can guarantee up to 8 0 
per cent of loans to a max­ 
imum of $250,000 for an individ­ 
ual borrower. 
The Dec. 13 total of guaran­ 
teed 
loan activity 
was 
up 
slightly from the $7 6.8 million 
made to 573 applicants on Nov. 
22. Officials predicted Thursday 
the volume would increase to 
around $1 25 million involving 
more than 900 guaranteed loans 
by Dec. 31 . 
Although no breakdowns were 
available for the Dec. 13 total, 
earlier reports indicate nearly 
three-fourths of the guaranteed 
loan value has gone to beef pro­ 
ducers, with the remainder to 
combination cattle-hog, dairy, 
sheep and poultry farmers. 
The Farmers Home Adminis­ 
tration, which administers the 
program, can handle approvals 
for up to $35,000 in individual 
loan guarantees through its 
county offices. Larger guaran­ 
tees up to the $250,000 max­ 
imum must be cleared through 
district offices of the agency.

Venezuela is studying plans

eign firms. 
Under terms of the iron 
agreements approved by con­ 
gress, U.S. Steel and Bethle­ 
hem 
Steel 
renounced 
con­ 
cessions given them by pre­ 
vious governments and valid in 
principle until the year 2,000. In 
turn, the government is to sup­ 
ply U.S. Steel with 11 million 
tons of iron ore up to 198 1 and 
Bethlehem Steel with around 
3.3 million tons from 1 97 5 to 
1 97 9. 
Venezuela produces about 30 
million metric tons of iron ore 
per year and exports most of it 
to the United States and Eu­ 
rope. 


Regulations affecting the loan 
guarantee program were eased 
two months ago in an effort to 
make it more accessible to a 
wider range of farmers and 
ranchers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ille­ 
gal residues of the synthetic 
growth hormone DES continue 
to show up in beef liver sam­ 
ples despite warnings by gov­ 
ernment officials that violators 
may be subject to federal pros­ 
ecution. 


The Agriculture Department 
said Thursday that two more 
violations have been confirmed, 
both involving beef livers. None 
of the chemical diethylstilbest- 
rol has ever been found in the 
red meat tissue of animal car- 
casees, officials said. 


Use of DES in livestock feed 
was banned Jan. 1 ,1 97 3 and its 
use as implants under the skin 
of animals was terminated a 
few months later. But last Jan. 
24 a federal court reversed the 
ban order, enabling the use of 
DES since that time. 
Even so, no trace of DES is 
permitted in livestock slaugh­ 
tered for human consumption 
since the chemical has been 
shown to cause cancer when 
fed in large doses to laboratory 
test animals. 
Officials said DES will natu­ 
rally disappear from an animal 
if its use in feed is ended at 
least 14 days before slaughter.

Center offers firearm training

HAMDEN, Conn. (AP) — 
Women wanting to learn how 
to handle a pistol safely and 
shoot straight are turning out 
in large numbers for free 
training at a local shooting 
range.

To end operations 
at an open hearth 


PITTSBURGH, Pa 
(AP) - 
U.S. Steel Corp. says it will 
shut down an open hearth shop 
at its Gary. Ind., works next 
week rather than pay a $2,300- 
per-day fine for air pollution 
The shutdown is expected to 
result in layoffs for 4,000 work­ 
ers in northwest Indiana 
The nation’s largest steel­ 
maker announced the closing 
Friday, one day after U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Allen Sharp 
of Hammond, Ind.. ordered the 
shutdown by Dec. 31 or pay­ 
ment of the fine. 
“ It is the company's view 
that continued operation is ei­ 
ther environmentally accept­ 
able or it is not, and does not 
become acceptable with the 
payment of a daily fine." U.S. 
Steel 
said 
“ Therefore, 
the 
company has concluded that it 
cannot accede to such a prin­ 
ciple". 
A clean-up had been ordered 
in a consent decree between 
U.S. Steel and the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency, and the 
No. 4 shop had remained open 
since Dec. 6.1973. on six-month 
extensions. 
Since 1965, U.S. Steel has re­ 
placed 43 of the 53 open hearth 
furnaces at Gary with cleaner 
basic oxygen process shops 
The No. 4 shop encompasses 


the 10 remaining open hearth 
furnaces. 
The company said it had 
reached agreement with the 
city of Gary and the state of 
Indiana for another extension 
to delay compliance until next 
June 30 
“ Unfortunately, EPA was un­ 
willing to go along with the ex­ 
tension unless a daily tribute 
was paid to the government." 
the company said 
P'rancis T. Mayo. Midwest 
EPA administrator, objected to 
the term tribute" as "patently 
ridiculous" He said the fine 
was fair. 


U.S. Atty. John Wilkes, who 
had asked for a $5,000 daily 
fine, offered a similar opinion 
of the judge's ruling 


Plant supervisor L 
Keith 
Smith said the shutdown will 
result in layoffs for 2,500 Gary 
Works employes and another 1,- 
500 workers in steel-related in­ 
dustries. 


“ We have lived with the im­ 
minent closing of the open 
hearth for a year,’’ said Harry 
Piasecki, president of United 
Steelworkers Local 1014. which 
represents 15,000 Garv' workers. 
“ We are as prepared as we are 
going to be."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sky­ 
rocketing world sugar prices 
have caused U.S. agricultural 
imports to increase in value 
while the value of U.S. farm 
exports showed only modest in­ 
creases. according to a new 
trade analysis by the Agricul­ 
ture Department. 
During the first four months 
of the fiscal year which began 
last 
July 
1, 
farm 
exports 
amounted to $6.18 billion, up 
five per cent from a year ear­ 
lier. the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said 
Meanwhile, imports of $3.24 
billion surged upward by 20 per 
cent from July-October last 
year. 
“ Sugar imports were up 22 
per cent in volume at two mil­ 
lion short tons (2.000 pounds 
each).’’ the report said. “ Im­ 
port unit values zoomed 154 per 
cent, from $180 per ton in the 
1973 period to $457 per ton in 
the 1974 period.” 
The report said the total val­ 
ue of sugar imported this J ulv- 
October was a record $909 mil­ 
lion. compared with only 11 per 
cent a year earlier. ‘ Also, sug­ 
ar imports exceeded those of 
any other agricultural import, 
whereas last year coffee and 
beef were the leading items." 
The analysis was included in 
“ Foreign Agricultural Trade of 
the United States,” published 
this week by the department’s 
Economic Research Service. 
Exports of U.S. farm prod­ 
ucts. predicted 
to 
reach 
a 
record of more than $22 billion 
for the entire year ending next 
June 30. lagged behind that 
rate after four months at the 
$6.18 billion mark. 
In October alone, exports 
were slightly more than $1.7 
billion, down one per cent from 
the same month last year 
However, seasonal factors are 
involved, and the October value 
was up sharply from Septem­ 
ber. the report indicated.

Persons who wish to buy gold 
from m erchants not subject 
to federa l secu rities laws 
must pay the full purchase 
price rather than purchasing 
on margin, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission says. 
The com m ission set out 
Thursday the conditions un­ 
der which gold m erchants 
can operate without being 
subject to the securities laws. 
The agency said it wanted 
to clea r up confusion about 
the applicability of various 
federal regulations when U.S. 
citizens are permitted to own 
gold for the first tim e in 
more than 40 years on Dec 
31. 
One condition was that the 
purchaser must not buy on 


margin, or with money bor­ 
rowed from the seller. 
Other conditions inclqde. 
purchasers must be offered 
th e op tion of 
p h y sica lly 
possessing the gold; the party 
handling the transaction for 
the buyer must not provide 
any m anagerial efforts on the 
buyer's behalf, and the buyer 
must not have to rely on the 
advice of the gold merchant 
in order to m ake a profit 
from the purchase. 
Meanwhile, two of the big­ 
gest banks in the United 
States said they do not intend 
to buy and sell gold for the 
gen era l 
public a fter such 
sales become legal. 
‘‘It’s not an appropriate in­ 
vestment for the ordinary fel­ 
low.” said W alter Wriston, 


president of the New York's 
First National City Bank 
Bank of America said in a 
statem ent issued at its San 
Francisco headquarters that 
the returns on gold ‘‘are like­ 
ly to be m inim al” for the 
small investor. 
In a report entitled. “Gold 
Fa cts You Need to Know Be­ 
fore Buying Gold.” the bank 
also warned on Thursday that 
anyone thinking about buying 
the precious metal to con­ 
sider the costs, the threats of 
fra ud 
and th eft and the 
m arket's volatility. 
The bank also cautioned 
against a wave of counter­ 
fe itin g and 
‘ fool s gold 
schem es” that could result 
from heavy new gold trading. 
Gold can easily be mixed or 


molded over with cheaper 
metals, it said. 
“ Be wary of unsolicited 
correspondence, ca lls from 
strangers, promises of spec­ 
tacular profits and pressure 
to m ake hurried decisions.” 
the bank report said. 


In addition to testimony from 
more than 80 witnesses, the ju­ 
rors heard all or parts of 31 
tapes, most of them conversa­ 
tions between Nixon and his top 
aides. 
In his final words to the jury. 
Neal, a 44-year-old lawyer from 
Nashville. Tenn.. said public of­ 
ficials 
“ may 
make 
mistakes 
but they may not cover up 
those mistakes by misuse of 
government agencies . . . they 
may not commit crimes, they 
may not. in an effort to perpet­ 
uate themselves in power, as­ 
sault the temples of justice in a 
massive effort to obstruct jus­ 
tice. 
“ When these things occur, 
society must call those respon­ 
sible to account ” 
The last defense lawyer to 
address the jury was Jacob 
Stein, attorney for Parkinson, 
who described his client as po­ 
litically naive and repeatedly 
misled by Nixon re-election of­ 
ficials including Mitchell and 
Mardian.

Soap opera 


will run 


one hour

NEW YORK iAP* - On 
Jan. 6. an NBC soap opera 
called “Another World” will 
enter one. It is expanding 
from the half-hour format of 
all soap operas to one lasting 
an hour each day. 
One would think the man 
in charge of the show, ex­ 
e c u t i v e p r o d u c e r Paul 
Rauch, would be groaning at 
the prospect of the increased 
daily workload. Wrong. He's 
quite serene about it. 


In fact, he says he started 
seriously thinking about 
making the show television's 
first hour-long soap opera 18 
months ago when the show's 
h e a d w r i t e r . 
H a r d i n g 
Lemay. was mildly grousing 
about the limits a half-hour 
format imposed on him. 
He said Lem ay com ­ 
plained that with only 21 
minutes of drama time — 
the rest of the half-hour goes 
for co m m ercia ls — he 
couldn't fully develop the 
story lines and characters 
the way he'd like to. 
“ I concurred with that be­ 
cause he's a guy who can 
write long scenes and de­ 
velop them better in the 
longer form. *' Rauch said. 
Talks with NBC and the 
sponsors began. Then the 
idea was given a one-day 
test last May 3. The show got 
high ratings. Rauch says he 
got the green light for a daily 
60-minute “Another World 
in September. 
The expanded show goes 
into production Dec. 30 at 
NBC's Brooklyn studios. 
Rauch says the new model, 
like the old one. w ill be taped 
four days before it actually 
is broadcast. 


Public and commercial 
TV always battle for au­ 
diences. But CBS is lending a 
unique helping hand to its 
noncommercial opposition. 
It s giving $1 million over a 
three-year period to the 
C orporation for Public 
B road castin g, which it 
helped start in 1968 with an 
equal donation.

ratings it has chalked up in 
previous showings in what. 
time periods.

Karigan says, 
“ the easier it is to pick the 
best film for each time slot. 
Stations now can be very 
selective 
since 
their 
film 
Ubrary files are on the IBM 
computer. This has substan­ 
tially improved both the qua- 
Uty of the bookings and the 
consistency of programming.

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lowly but steadily the cable car 
climbed to the Jungfrau Joch atop 
one of the highest mountains in 
Switzerland.

CUNT: Partly the weather-it keeps 
changing; and partly the angles-straight 
up.

On our second 
day, one of our mountaineers was dan­

FW: How much time did you have to 
practice climbing?

Eiger is like 
combat zone. There are constant ava­ 
lanches and rockslides. The other day 
an avalanche went over where we were 
supposed to work. If we had been there, 
we’d have been wiped out. 
FW: Did you do any climbing as a boy? 
CUNT: Oh, I fooled around a little. I 
grew up in Oakland and San Francisco. 
A friend of mine and I climbed rocks 
maybe 40 feet high. But you know, there

looking down 40 feet or 4,000 feet. 
FW: What’s been the most exciting part 
of filming on the Eiger?

CLINT: Lord, yes. Although we have 
help, Maggie stays with him and Allison 
most of the time.

rs. Maxwell has been to see the 
school counselor three times 
before. “I don’t know what 
I'm going to do. I know Johnny is do­ 
ing poorly again, but it makes no sense. 
And he won’t talk to me about it. When 
he’s at home, he just sulks. And he 
hardly eats anything. I’m thinking 
about taking him to see a psychiatrist. 
I'm going to discuss it with my husband 
when he returns from his business trip.” 
Johnny’s 
counselor 
suggests 
the 
name of a family therapist—someone 
trained to treat the family as a group. 
“Why a family therapist?’’ asks Mrs. 
Maxwell. “1 here’s nothing wrong with 
my family. Look at Cathy, a straight A 
student. What we need is a therapist 
who can do something for Johnny; he's 
the one in trouble.” 
Ihe Maxwells represent a typical 
lamily about to begin therapy because 
one member of the family—their son 
Johnny-has become the focal point of 
trouble. In a nutshell, family therapy is 
the new medical approach that sup­ 
poses this trouble isn’t necessarily all 
Johnny’s. Family therapists suspect that 
Johnny just happens to be the “spot” 
where family troubles erupted.

“If a child suddenly starts 
misbehaving, if a husband suddenly be­ 
comes cold to his wife, if infidelity sud­ 
denly threatens a marriage, these de­ 
velopments — even certain forms of 
mental illness—usually have to do with 
the total psychological environment.” 
The “problem” of an adolescent boy 
like Johnny Maxwell may very well be 
the symptom of a larger family malaise. 
So when the Maxwells visit the family 
therapist, he explains that he would like 
to treat them as a group. The Maxwells 
agree to try family therapy, although 
each family member probably has his 
own reservations about the idea. Mrs. 
Maxwell is probably afraid that the 
therapist will blame her and think her 


a bad mother; Mr. Maxwell is worried 
about taking time away from his busi­ 
ness; Cathy would rather stay home and 
do her homework; Johnny has less to 
say on the subject than anybody. 
Now the therapist asks if he may 
visit them at their home the next week. 
There's a reason why he wants to see 
them at home, since he needs to know 
how the group interacts and behaves in 
its natural setting. He watches for all 
the various patterns of behavior—spo­ 
ken and unspoken. He notices who sits 
down next to whom, who speaks, who 
interrupts, whether anyone speaks for 
someone else. At evening’s end, Mr. 
and Mrs. Maxwell are still not too com­ 
fortable with the idea of family therapy. 
But they are pleased when the therapist 
arranges the next session with just the 
two of them. This will give them a 
chance to tell the doctor about their 
doubts, particularly the fact that John­ 
ny hasn’t even been discussed yet. 
But what actually happens in the sec­ 
ond session? The Maxwells come intent 
on discussing the “problem”-Jo h n n y - 
but they end up talking about them­ 
selves.

He doesn’t blame 
them for the boy’s rebellion. Now they 
feel relieved of a great burden of guilt, 
and this enables them to talk to the 


therapist about their own troubles. 
The Maxwells begin to feel they have 
more to gain, personally, from the out­ 
come. They feel the therapist cares not 
only about Johnny but also about them 
and their relationship, which they have 
now admitted is not all it might be. 
Cathy, who for quite a while has said 
she would rather be at home studying, 
begins to complain that nobody notices 
her, just because she does well in school. 
Maybe if I were failing, like Johnny, 
someone would notice me.” 
What about Johnny himself? How 
have these changes affected him? Well, 
for one thing, the pressure is off him as 
the only “problem.” As a result, he is 
much more willing, even eager, to par­ 
ticipate in the sessions.

His 
mother sees this and cuts off Cathy in 
mid-sentence. And, of course, they dis­ 
cover many other revealing things 
about themselves. 
During eight months of family ther­ 
apy, the Maxwells explore the dynam­ 


ics of their lives and participate in 
activities geared to make them more 
sensitive to each other’s feelings. They 
talk and try to listen more carefully to 
each other. They even try to behave 
differently, to change destructive pat­ 
terns into constructive ones. What be­ 
gan as a way to help Johnny improve 
his grades blossoms into something 
much, much bigger and more important. 
Family therapy is a growing tech­ 
nique, and there’s a growing demand 
for its practitioners-psychiatrists, psy­ 
chotherapists, social workers. It may 
even become a widely used preventive 
tool—even now some programs are be­ 
ing offered to “well” families, families 
who simply feel they would like to im­ 
prove their relationships. 
The vast majority of American fami­ 
lies probably will never be involved in 
family therapy. But they will all under­ 
go stress, have conflicts, suffer pain. 
The message of family therapy for all 
of us is probably this: 
We can’t afford to see ourselves as 
isolated individuals whose actions af­ 
fect no one but ourselves. We must be­ 
gin to see ourselves as real members, 
real working parts, of our own families. 
Perhaps if we do, we may someday be 
able to feel the same way about the 
whole family of man. In fact, some 
therapists feel such an eventuality may 
well be the key to the survival 
rwm 
of the human race.

able emotional comfort. Though 
neurotics tend to scatter their 
energies because of emotional 
conflicts, their drive to succeed 
is often so strong that they 
achieve goals that might seem 
unattainable to others. It’s sig­ 
nificant to note that a great 
many distinguished men have 
had neurotic tendencies. 
2. Trwe-according to the find­ 
ings of a British psychiatric 
study of neurotic men and their 
wives. The investigation showed 
that about one-half of the wives 
became neurotic. It was found 
that “ the severity of the hus­ 
band’s personality disturbance 
and the stability of the wife’s 
personality appeared to be the 
determinants of which wives be­ 
came neurotic.’’ 
3. True. And there are few peo­ 
ple who don’t have at least mild 
tendencies in this direction. The 


findings of leading studies show 
that “ Neuroticism is above all 
characterized by strong emo­ 
tions that are easily aroused.” 
And neurotic people are de­ 
scribed as moody, touchy, anx­ 
ious and restless-with a marked 
susceptibility to fears and frus­ 
trations. The degree to which 
you find these characteristics in 
yourself provides a rough mea­ 
sure of the neurotic tendencies 
you are subject to. Psychologist 
J. F.T . Bugental observes fur­ 
ther that the extent to which we 
let unfounded fears pervert our 
perceptions of and responses to 
what is real is an indication of 
the extent of our neuroses. 
4. False. First, some emotional 
detective work is indicated to 
discover the cause of the irra­ 
tional fear. A leading psycho­ 
analyst provides a classic illus­ 
tration; Freud, discussing the 
psychotherapy of neuroses, 
often used a picture postcard 
to make his point. It showed a 
hillbilly Ml a hotel room trying 
to blow out the electric light as 
he would a candle. Freud ex­ 
plained, “If you attack the 
symptom directly, you act in the 
same way as this man. You 
must look for the switch.” 
5. Trwe-according to a Uni­ 
versity of Kentucky study which 
shows that many people whose 
neuroses cause them to act in an 
antisocial manner “often refuse 
to change their behavior be­ 
cause they are afraid that re­ 
sponding less hostilely to their 
environment would mean they 
are being a phony.” It is neces­ 
sary to convince them that they 
can modify their behavior and 
still be their "real selves,” that 
behaving rationally is 
not being phony.

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GOLF CHAMP 
SANDRA HAYNIE: 
Her Old Friends Call Her 
“Miss Ice water” 


Sandra Haynie, 31, the U.S. Women’s 
Open champion, has reached the 
top of the sports ladder despite in­ 
juries that would have finished the 
careers of most athletes. In her first 
year as a golf pro, she struck a hid­ 
den iron pipe on a golf course and 
was nearly paralyzed. A few years 
later, she injured her knee and 
cartilage in a bad fall and had to 
have an operation. She then had to 
undergo surgery again because of 


cartilage trouble in her right fore­ 
arm. And last year, during an exhibi­ 
tion tour, she was hit by a car and 
narrowly escaped being killed___ 
Despite all this. Miss Haynie has 
maintained an attitude of calm and 
apparent unconcern that has baffled 
many of her fellow golfers. Old 
friends call her “Miss Icewater.” “I 
try not to let things bother me,” she 
says. “And I just don’t show emo­ 
tion—at least not on the outside.”. .. 
Sandra maintained her poker face 
even during the last two rounds of 
the U.S. Open when she dramati­ 
cally sank two back-to-back birdies 
to clinch the title. She also won the 
Ladies PGA championship—becom­ 
ing the second player in history to 
win the two top tournaments in the 
same year. She is now second only 
to Kathy Whitworth as a career 
prize-money winner 
It was Miss 
Haynie’s father, the owner of a 
country club in Lubbock, Texas, who 
first put golf clubs in her hands. She 
won the Texas Women’s Amateur 
championship when she.was only 
14. “I’ve never been nervous about 
anything,” she says. “Concentration 
is the key to success in golf, and 
when I’m concentrating on my game 
I put everything else out of my 
mind.”—By Barry Abramson

Why Can’t They Cure 
The Common Cold? 


About half the people in the U.S7 
have common colds each year. 
Since many people have more than 
one cold, it is safe to say 
that Americans caich about 250 
million colds per year. 
Colds are largely due to a type of 
nasal virus called a rhinovirus (from 
rhinion, Greek for nostril). There 
are more than 100 varieties of these 
rhinoviruses. Why is there no cure 
for the cold? For one thing, anti­ 
biotics— which are effective against 
bacteria—are of no use in fighting 
viruses. Vaccines are no good be­ 
cause vaccines by nature are 
“specific”—and for which of the 100 


varieties of rhinovirus is one to 
develop a vaccine? As if these 
aren’t problems enough, rhino­ 
viruses have the ability to change 
their characteristics and become 
slightly different—they easily be­ 
come “mutants” of the original 
virus. Today’s approach to colds 
is not to kill the bugs but to raise 
resistance. A chemical called (are 
you ready?) dioctadecylpropan- 
ediamine (DP) has been developed 
to raise resistance by stimulating 
the production of interferon in the 
body. Interferon is natural to the 
body and makes cells more resistant 
to viruses. DP is still experimental, 
but if and when it is available, it will 
be used as a nasal spray. P.S. 
There’s also good news in flu vac­ 
cines. A new vaccine has been de­ 
veloped by Smith Kline, an Ameri­ 
can pharmaceutical manufacturer. 
Instead of being injected, it is 
dropped into the nostrils, where the 
germs enter. Also, it is made with 
live flu viruses, which are more 
powerful in conferring immunity. 
Most other vaccines are made of 
dead organisms. This new vaccine 
is now available in Belgium—but not 
yet in the U.S.
